NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 24th January 1975 

G.SR, 17(E),—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of 
the All India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation 

with the Governments of States concerned, hereby makes the following rules further to 

amend the All India Services (Deatb-cnm-Retirement Benefits) Rules, 1958, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the All India Services (Death-cum-Rctirement Bene¬ 
fits) Amendment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of January, 1973. 

2. In sub-rule (1) of rule 2 of the All India Services (Death-cum-Retirement Benefits) 
Rules, 1958, (hereinafter referred to as the said rules)— 

(1) after clause (a), the following clause shall be inserted, namely;— 

‘(aa) “average emoluments” means the average of the emoluments drawn by a 
member of the Service during the last three years of his service; 

Note.-— (i) If during the last three years of his service, a member of the Service has 

been absent on leave with allowances or having been suspended, has been 
re-instated without forfeiture of service, his emoluments for the purposes 
of ascertaining the average should be taken at what they would have been 
had he not been absent from duty or suspended.

lii) II during Ihc last three years of his service a member of the Service has been 
absent from duty on leave without allowances (not counting for pension) or 
suspended under such circumstances that the period so passed does not 
count as qualifying service, the period of such leave or suspension shall be 
disregarded in the calculation of t'ne average, an equal period before the 
three years being included. 

(iii) In the case of a member of the Service who, while on leave preparatory to 

retirement is confirmed in the highr post which he held in an oillciating or 
temporary capacity before proceeding on such leave, his substantive emolu¬ 
ments in t'ne higher post, which he would have drawn had he been on 
duty, shall be takcu into account for the purpose of calculation of his 
average emoluments. 

(iv) Except as provided in clauses (i), (ii) and (iii) above, only emoluments actually 

received shall be included in the calculation. For example, where a member 
of the Service is allowed to count lime retrospectively towards increase of 
pay but does not receive retrospectively the intermediate periodical incre¬ 
ments, these intermediate increments shall not be reckoned in the calcula¬ 
tion of average emoluments. 

(v) Periods of joining time which fall within the last three years of service of a 

member of the Service shall form part of the three years for the purposes 

of average emoluments, 

(vi) Where the emoluments of a member of the .Service have been reduced during 

the last three years of his service, otherwise than as a penalty, average 
emoluments may, at the discretion of Government, be substituted for emo¬ 
luments for the purpose of calculation of the gratuity or death-cum- 
retirement gratuity admissible under rule 18 or rule 19. 

(vii) In the case of a member of the Service, who while officiating in a higher post 

proceeds on leave and retires or dies while on leave, the benefit of officiating 

or temporary pay for purposes of this clause and clause (bb) shall be given 
only if it is certified that file member of the Service would have continued 
to hold the higher officiating or temporary appointment but for his proceed¬ 
ing on leave.’; 

(2) after clause (b), the following clause shall be inserted, namely:_ 

‘(bb) “emoluments” means the emoluments which a member' of the Service was 
receiving immediately before his retirement or death, as the case may he, 
and shall include— ; 

(i) pay, special pay and personal pay; 

(ii) any other emoluments which may, by general or special order of the Presi¬ 

dent, be classed as pay: 

Provided that the emoluments in respect of any period prior to the 1st of Janu¬ 
ary. 1973. shall also include the clearness allowance and the interim 
reliefs: 

Provided further that the monetary allowances attached to the King’s Police 
Medal and t'ne 'Indian Police Medal shall not be treated as forming part 
of the emoluments of Ihc recipient for the purpose of this clause; 

(3) To rule 18 of the said rules, the following proviso shall be added, namely:— 

“Provided that the amount of invalid pension shall not be less than the amount of 
family pension admissible under sub-rule (2) of rule'22B” 

(4) Tn sub-rule (3) of rule 19 of the said rules,— 

(1) in clause (a)— 

(A) for the opening porlion. the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“The death-cum-rctirement gratuity equal to one-fourth of the emoluments for 
each completed period of six months of service shall be paid to a member 
of (he Service who has completed five vears’ qualifying service, subject 
to a maximum of 161 times of the emoluments”; 

(B> after the existing provisos, the following proviso shall be inserted, namclv:- — 

“Provided also that the amount of death-cum-rctirement gratuity payable under 
this clause shall in no case exceed thirty thousand rupees” 

(2) Tn the Note, for tho abbroviapon. figures and words “Rs. 1800 uer mensem”. 

(he abbreviation, figures and words “Rs. 2500 per mensem” shall he substituted. 
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(5) In rue 22B of the said rules,— 

(1) for sub-rule (2) (excluding the Explanation), the following shall be substituted, 

namely:-— 

“(2) Scale of family pension '.—Subject to the other provisions ol' this rule, the scale 
of family pension admissible shall be as follows:- - 

(i) where the pay of the member of the Service is Rs. 1200 and above, 12 per 

cent of pay subject to a minimum of Rs. 160 a month and a maximum of 
Rs. 250 a month; 

(ii) vvherc the pay of the member of t'nc Service R Rs. 1199 or below, 15 per cent. 

of pay subject to a minimum of Rs. 100 a month and a maximum of 
Rs. 160 a month". 

(2) in sub-rule (5), for the words, abbreviation and figures "subject to a maximum 

of Rs. 3600", the words, abbreviation and figures "subject to a maximum of 
Rs. 5000” shall be substituted. 

(6) In rule 22C of the said rules,— 

(1) for the words “readied the normal age of superannuation,” the words and 

figures attained the age of 65 years” shall be substituted. 

(2) after the proviso, the following further proviso shall be inserted, namely: — 
“Provided further that in l'.ic event of dc»th after reth-mient, the enhanced pension 

rates shall not exceed the pension sanctioned to t'nc member of the Service 
at the time of the retirement inclusive of the part of the pension which the 
retired member of the Service may have commuted before death". 

(3) The Explanation shall be numbered as Explanation 1 thereof, and after the 

Explanation as so numbered, the following Explanation shall be; inserted, 
namely: •- 

“Explanation 2.—Family pension in the case of the death of a member of the 
Service after retirement shall be payable only to those members of his 
family who were declared as such before his retirement: 

Provided that no such declaration is necessary in respect of such of the members 
of the Service who retire during the period between the 1 st of fanuary 1973 and 
the date of publication of the All India Servicer 'Death-cum-Rctirement Benefits)
